Faith is being 
justified. Hope is being fulfilled. 


"It is true that we who are en- 


trusted with the responsibilities of 
government have labored toward 
this end, but the great factor- In 
the improvement 
has

courage of the American people 
themsleves. Without your help, our. 
labors would have availed far less." 


In his brief address at the site of 


the 1932 Olympic games before a 
crowd estimated 
at 
70,000, Mr. 


Roosevelt made tender reference 
to the death of his friend, Will 
Rogers, and paid tribute to what 
he termed the "liberal spirit of 
California." 


California Praised 


"No state," he said, "has sought 


more sincerely to improve the lot 
of the Individual citizen. No state 
has been more earnest in its de- 
sire to expand the ideal of social 
justice." 


Referring to a previous visit 


here during the 1932 campaign he 
said that "on that occasion I was 
introduced by a very old friend of 
mine, a friend of every man. wo- 
man and child In the United States, 
a kindly philosopher — one. who 
would be with us today but for 
his untimely death in Alaska.

In all. its 
rugged and inexorable simplicity 
it was proclaimed, thousands of 
years ago, by the Old Testament 
prophets.

The American farmer soon will 
learn whether 
compulsory 
limi- 


tation of crop production is con- 
stitutional. 
The supreme court, which be- 


gins its fall term next Monday, 
already has promised to pasa on 
the validity of the Bankhead cot- 
ton control act and a decision 
probably will be announced with- 
in a few weeks. 


Other legislation, which will be 
affected 
by the 
court's 
ruling 


in this case are the Kerr-Smith 
tobacco control act and the sec- 
tion of 
the AAA amendments 


passed last session to tax potato 
production in excess of a definite 
quota. All these laws have been 
passed since President Roosevelt 
took office. 
The Bankhead act imposed a 
tax of 50 per cent of the mar- 
ket price of all cotton 
ginned 


above a fixed quota. To show 
compliance with the act, a grow- 
er must attach a certificate to 
the cotton saying it either is ex- 
empt or the tax has been paid. 
Lee Moor, a Clint, Texas, cot- 


ton planter, in asking the su- 
preme court to pass on the dis- 
missal of his suit by lower courts, 
asserted: 


"It is imperative that an au- 


thoritative decision be now given 
by this court showing just how 
far congress may carry regimen- 
tation of agriculture and busi- 
ness, x x x 


The continuance of this legis- 


lation is increasing, with enor- 
mous rapidity, the raising of cot- 
ton tn foreign 
countries, 
and 


threatening the very existence of 
the principal southern industry." 
Violates Constitution. 


Among other things, Moor con- 


tended the act violated the con- 
stitutional provision that no per- 
son shouldl be deprived of prop- 
erty without due process of law- 
He 
originally 
brought 
suit 


against the Texas and New Or- 
leans railroad to compel It to 
ship some of his cotton which 
had no tags. 


The federal district court at El 
Paso ruled that if he wanted to 
test the act he should pay the 
tax 
on 
the 
amount 
produced 


above his quota and bring suit 
to recover on the ground the 
amount had been unlawfully col- 
lected. 


The Fifth Circuit Court of Ap- 


peals held that Moor could sue 
the railroad for damages for its 
refusal to ship the cotton. 
It 


said it was not convinced that 
congress had exceeded its power 
in passing, the legislation.
